Many 
of  the  most  satisfactory  results  I’ve  ever  had 
were  from  Sept,  and  Oct.  plantings,  while  a  big 
patch  was  set  out  late  Nov.  and  did  splendidly.

“TALE  OF  TWO  CITIES” 

I  don’t  know  how  much  truth  there  is  in  it.  But  they  do  say  there  is  keen  rivalry 
between  two  wonderful  California  cities,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco. 

I  like  ’em  both  immensely.  But  since  I  have  a  lot  of  friends  in  both  places  you  don’t 
catch  me  taking  sides  in  the  rivalry  or  controversy,  if  any.

Angeles.  (There!  See  how  careful  I  am  not  to  favor  one  more  than  the  other.  I  mention 
Los  Angeles  first  in  one  paragraph,  then  San  Francisco  first  in  the  next!) 

Similar  but  Different.  Both  these  Irises  are  immense  whites.  In  San  Francisco  the 
standards  and  falls  are  distinctly  edged  with  lavender.  In  Los  Angeles,  the  lavender  or  light 
blue  marking  is  heavier  near  the  base  of  the  petals.  The  illustrations  on  this  page  are  from 
specimens  in  my  own  garden.  To  save  space  I  show  only  the  middle  and  upper  portion  of 
the  blooms,  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the  color  placement.  This  coloring  shows  up  a  bit  stronger 
on  San  Francisco  than  on  Los  Angeles. 

There  appears  to  be  considerable  rivalry  between  these  two  Irises.  Some  Iris  fans  say 
San  Francisco  is  the  better,  others  find  Los  Angeles  more  to  their  liking.  As  for  myself,  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  I  think  one  of  them  should  have  the  blue  ribbon.  But 
on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  I  think  maybe,  after  all,  the  other  one  is  the  winner.

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PEONY  POINTERS 

By  all  means,  plant  Peonies  in  fall,  from 
early  Sept,  till  ground  freezes,  if  you  can. 
Next  best  is  EARLY  spring,  the  earlier  the 
better.  For  spring  planting,  the  roots  should 
be  dug  and  stored  in  basement  in  fall,  or  some 
mild  day  in  winter  BEFORE  buds  have  devel¬ 
oped  very  much. 

Size  of  roots  or  divisions  may  vary  a  great 
deal,  and  all  be  good.  Not  advisable  to  plant 
a  very  large  root.  A  smaller  one,  from  good 
healthy  stock,  will  usually  forge  ahead  of  a 
clump  several  years  old.  Number  of  eyes  to 
the  root  or  division  is  the  usual  way  of  des¬ 
ignating  the  size  and  value.  But  this  is  only 
a  partial  measure.  A  root  may  have  too  many 
eyes  for  its  size.  Maybe  a  3-eye  division  will 
excell  a  4  to  6-eye  one. 

Regardless  of  number  of  eyes  or  size  of 
root,  the  root  should  be  cut  back  to  within  5 
or  6  inches  of  the  crown  before  planting.  Do 
not  plant  a  root  anything  like  a  foot  or  so  long. 

If  roots  dry  out  in  storage  or  in  shipping, 
soak  them  24  hours  in  water  before  planting. 
In  fact,  it’s  a  good  idea  to  wash  all  peony 
roots  before  setting  them  out.  Of  course  you 
will  gently  firm  the  soil  all  around  the  roots, 
being  careful  not  to  injure  the  eyes.  Water 
thoroughly  soon  as  planted.  See  that  soil  is 
wet  when  ground  freezes. 

Avoid  placing  any  fertilizer  close  to  the 
roots,  especially  any  barnyard  or  poultry 
manure.  Almost  sure  death  to  peonies  when 
so  used.  May  be  dug  in  some  distance  away 
from  the  roots.  Any  good  brand  of  commer¬ 
cial  fertilizer  is  O.  K.  None  really  necessary. 
Set  roots  18  or  more  inches  apart.  Set  shal¬ 
low,  so  the  buds  or  eyes  not  more  than  2 
inches  below  level  of  ground  after  ground  is 
settled.  Make  a  hill  of  soil  6  inches  high  over 
each  plant  late  in  fall  and  throw  some  old 
trash  over  the  roots  after  hilling  up. 

Do  not  expect  many  Peony  blossoms  first 
season.  And  not  best  results  the  second. 
From  third  year  on,  you  get  the  real  true  and 
full  size  blooms.  Cultivate  and  water  as 
needed,  continuing  this  after  blooming  season 
until  September.  Let  the  roots  remain  for  8 
or  10  years,  or  as  long  as  they  do  well.  Then 
divide  and  reset  in  September  or  October. 

A  well  established  Peony  root  or  clump  may 
be  likened  to  a  storage  battery.  You  recharge 
it  for  the  next  season  by  watering,  cultivating 
and  judiciously  fertilizing.  This  is  done  after 
blooming  time  until  September. 

For  largest  blooms,  remove  all  buds  but  the 
main  or  terminal  one,  soon  as  they  appear. 
Cut  Peonies  before  blossoms  fully  open,  let¬ 
ting  them  open  indoors.  Renew  water  daily, 
and  cut  off  some  of  the  stem  same  time.  Keep 
the  cut  Peonies  in  a  cool  place,  out  of  a  draft. 

Ants  on  Peonies  do  no  harm.  Blasted  buds 
may  be  due  to  various  causes.  One  is,  freez¬ 
ing  some  weeks  before.  If  Peony  stems  3lim 
and  too  many  to  the  plant,  thin  them  out 
early,  by  cutting  off  some  close  to  the  ground. 
So  long  as  Peonies  doing  well,  don’t  feel  you 
need  to  take  them  up.  Very  different  from 
the  Iris,  which  must  be  thinned  or  reset  every 
few  years.  Peonies  have  been  known  to  thrive 
and  bloom  100  years  or  more  in  same  location. 

Often  a  newly  planted  Peony  root  will  die 
down  first  summer.  Do  NOT  dig  it  up  or  dis¬ 
turb  it.  Let  it  alone,  except  to  water  it. 
Chances  are  it  will  revive  the  next  spring.

This  is  by  far  the  largest  and  most  amazing  red  Glad  I  have  ever  seen  or  had  hopes 
of  seeing.

“J.  D.  Sez,  Sez  ’e” — 

OPEN  SEASON  FOR  BUYING — Fall  and 
early  winter  buying  is  gaining  favor  from  year 
to  year.  This  for  the  reason  the  customer  is 
more  likely  to  secure  just  the  kind  and  sizes 
of  bulbs  ordered  and  desired.  Just  another 
case  of  the  early  bird. 

Some  Glads  again  short.  Last  season  I  could 
not  supply  all  calls  for  Minuet,  Mammoth 
White,  Maid  of  Orleans,  Gladdie  Boy,  Margaret 
Fulton,  Sweetheart,  Picardy,  Miss  Greeley,  and 
other  favorites. 

I  never  understand  howcome  so  few  flower 
lovers  appreciate  the  Prim  or  Decorative 
Glads.  Ladies  who  punish  themselves  dieting 
in  order  to  slenderize  and  slimberize,  and  who 
prefer  a  dainty  wrist  watch  to  a  “turnip’' 
timepiece — these  same  ladies  can’t  grasp  the 
loveliness  of  slenderized  smaller  Glads  of  ex¬ 
quisite  form  and  color.  Oh,  hum! 

My  “Early  Bird  Glad  Mixture”  is  just  what 
some  have  been  wanting,  for  early  blooms 
and  in  sections  where  season  is  short.  It’s 
good,  but  since  there  are  not  many  good  early 
kinds,  this  mixture  does  not  contain  the  va¬ 
riety  of  colors  as  found  in  my  Exhibition 
Mixture,  nor  do  the  blooms  average  as  large. 


When  to  Take  Up  Bulbs 

If  your  planting  is  not  large,  better  let  the 
Glads  remain  in  the  ground  until  well  into 
October  in  most  sections.  But  if  the  leaves 
turn  somewhat  yellow  or  brown,  it  indicates 
that  the  bulbs  have  matured  and  are  ready  to 
lift. 

The  plants  from  small  bulbs  and  bulblets 

may  not  turn  brown  by  freezing  weather,  so 
you  must  just  take  them  up  towards  the  end 
of  the  season,  regardless  of  how  the  tops  look. 
The  bulbs  will  be  OK,  especially  those  from 
bulblets.  Bulbs  from  bulblets  may  be  stopped 
at  any  stage  of  their  growth.  Will  cure  and 
be  good,  sound  planting  stock  for  the  next 
year.  May  shrink  some,  but  this  does  not 
impair  vitality. 

But  dig  all  bulbs  before  tops  die  down.  Let¬ 
ting  the  bulbs  remain  in  ground  too  long  tends 
to  bad  looking  and  diseased  bulbs. 

Another  rule  is  to  take  up  the  large  bulbs 
when  the  outer  skin  or  husk  has  become 
smooth.  Before  large  bulbs  mature  the  husk 
is  usually  wrinkled.  When  this  husk  or  out¬ 
side  coat  becomes  smooth  and  firm  the  bulbs 
will  not  shrink  much  after  being  dug.

The  color  is  light  cream-pink,  with  deeper 
creamy  throat,  a  combination  highly  prized 
among  Glad  fans  and  florists. 

Betty  is  pleasing  in  the  garden,  but  shows 
off  best  when  brought  indoors  and  placed  in  a 
vase  or  basket  all  by  herself. 

To  get  a  real  eyeful  of  this  lovely  Glad,  you 
should  see  it  in  masses,  both  in  garden  and  as 
a  cut  flower. 

Betty’s  specialty  is  bouquets,  in  vases,  bas¬ 
kets,  bowls.  Used  alone  or  with  suitable  green, 
Betty  is  a  dream.  Be  sure  to  arrange  a  low 
bowl  of  Betty  Co-Ed  tips.  It’s  marvelous!

J.  D.  Sez,  Sez  ’e 

“You  can’t  have  everything.”  Neither  can  a 
Glad. 

I’m  fed  up  on  this  thing  of  some  commercial 
grower  or  Glad  fan  jumping  all  over  certain 
varieties,  just  because  they  (the  Glads)  lack 
some  good  points,  though  may  have  others  of 
real  merit. 

A  variety  may  do  better  one  year  than 
another,  or  thrive  and  bloom  better  in  some 
soils  or  localities  than  in  others.  So  why 
should  anyone  go  around  with  a  black  jack 
cracking  down  on  good  Glads,  just  because 
they  don’t  happen  to  “have  everything?”  As 
Jeff  would  say,  “Answer  me  that.” 

The  funny  part  of  it  is  that  the  very  writer 
who  is  so  active  with  his  hammer  may  be  bally - 
hooing  other  varieties,  perhaps  his  own  origi¬ 
nations,  that  have  been  a  flop  with  some  of  the 
rest  of  us. 

When  you  can  show  me  a  perfect  person.  I’ll 

trot  out  a  perfect  Glad  for  you  to  feast  your 
eyes  upon.  Until  then,  let’s  treat  Glads  as  we 
do  people.  Or  as  we  should. 

The  present  yen  of  Glad  originators  and  fans 
is  to  have  large  florets  and  as  many  open  as 
possible.  But  what  about  losing  the  grace  and 
symmetry  found  in  varieties  that  do  not  “shoot 
the  works”  but  unfold  their  blooms  fewer  at  a 
time  and  prolong  the  display? 

Consider  the  all-day  sucker  and  the  Esquimo 
pie!  Or  the  ice  cream  cone!  Some  Glads  may 
not  be  as  spectacular  or  “yum-yum”  as  others, 
but  they  last  a  long  time.  Maybe  Emerson 
foresaw  the  development  of  Glads  when  he 
pondered  on  the  law  of  compensation.  (By  the 
way,  I  wonder  if  the  kids  in  the  Arctic  Circle 
demand  their  money  back  if  an  all-day  sucker 
doesn’t  last  all  day  there  in  summer  time.) 

Glad  news  is  good  news,  this  fall,  regarding 
much  lower  prices  on  many  of  the  near-new 
varieties  that  have  all  been  wanted,  but  until 
now  the  prices  have  been  rather  too  high  to 
permit  planting  liberalise  of  them. 

“Let’s  look  at  the  record.”  Turn  back  to 
prices  last  season  and  before,  and  compare 
with  the  new  prices  in  this  catalogue,  for  these 
and  others:  ACADIA,  a  Palmer  Glad  that  has 
good  stiff  spike,  lovely  color  combination,  good 
placement.  AMADOR,  still  scarce,  but  prices 
coming  down  somewhat.  Same,  regarding 
BLUE  ADMIRAL. 

DEBONAIR,  DR.  DURR  and  DUNA — three 
cheers  for  three  glorious  Glads.  They  don’t 
have  everything,  but  each  is  splendid.  DEB¬ 
ONAIR  sort  of  combines  the  advantages  of 
the  all-day  sucker  and  the  ice  cream  cone.  DR. 
DURR  I  like  more  and  more,  on  account  of  its 
lovely  blooms,  good  habits  and  earliness.  As 
for  DUNA,  like  WASAGA,  is  one  of  those 
Glads  you  almost  want  to  eat.  EARLY  DAWN 
is  well  named.  Valuable  for  its  earliness. 
Lacks  some  good  points  found  in  later  bloom¬ 
ers.  But  you  just  can’t  have  everything. 

Stop  crying  for  the  moon  and  yellow  Glads 
as  large  and  fine  as  PICARDY.  You  can’t  have 
either — not  yet.  But  GOLDEN  CUP  and  GATE 
OF  HEAVEN  should  dry  your  tears.  Now 
cheaper.  GOLD  MINE  large  and  good,  but 
inclined  to  crooked  spikes  in  warm  weather. 
Verily,  you  can’t  have  everything. 

MAID  OF  ORLEANS,  still  the  favorite  white. 
Not  the  largest,  but  good  size.  Everything 
considered,  including  price,  MAID  is  the  tops. 
STAR  OF  BETHLEHEM  similar,  but  larger 
and  grand.  Stocks  of  it  still  limited  and  prices 
not  falling  like  an  exploded  skyrocket.  MAM¬ 
MOTH  WHITE  a  favorite  with  many.  Is  more 
informal  than  MAID,  and  not  so  well  behaved. 
Yet  even  one  spike  looks  like  a  bouquet  at  a 
distance,  and  just  a  few  make  a  big  display. 
Bulbs  often  rough  and  hard  looking,  but  grow 
and  thrive  none  the  less. 

And  KING  ARTHUR.  My  word!  I  almost 
forgot  the  king.  Still  king  in  its  color  class. 
Now  much  cheaper. 

MISS  GREELEY  drags  in  so  many  good  re¬ 
ports  that  I  feel  proud  to  have  been  the  one  to 
name  and  introduce  it.  Sure  valuable  account 
of  being  a  real  good  pink,  and  also  so  early. 
Similar  to  PHIPPS,  but  much  earlier,  thus 
increasing  the  blooming  season  of  PHIPPS  and 
near-PHIPPS. 
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Plenty  of  good  equipment,  and  ideal  storage  facilities  are  needed  to  produce  and  deliver 
good  Gladiolus  bulbs. 

We  have  thousands  of  fine  mesh  screen-bottom  trays,  and  racks  to  slide  them  into. 

Bulbs  are  first  partly  cured  in  Colorado’s  famous  mile-high  dry  air  and  sunshine.  Then 
the  trays  go  into  the  large  bulb  house,  where  the  process  of  curing,  cleaning  and  grading  is 
completed.  Great  precaution  is  taken  to  avoid  mixing  of  varieties. 
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
